Working to the rule 


his year teachers began com- 

ing to work later and leaving 

earlier than usual in protest 

of low pay. Since striking is 
illegal in the state of Virginia, Fair- 
fax Education Association members 
chose this option, called Work to the 
Rule, almost unanimously. With 95% 
of the FEA members who voted 
behind this option, Work to the Rule 
went into effect Wednesday, 
December 4th, 1985. 

Work to the Rule asked teachers to 
work only the required 7!4 hour day. 
This meant being at school at 8:00 
a.m. and leaving precisely at 3:30 
p.m. Teachers were asked not to do 
any volunteer work, such as 
chaperoning dances and organizing 
field trips. Also, teachers were not to 
grade tests or homework at home. 
The purpose of Work to the Rule was 
to persuade the School Board to give

lephants, donkeys, posters, 
bumper stickers — 
everywhere one went these 


signs of the upcoming elec- 
tions could be seen. Virginia, one of 
the few states to hold off-year elec- 
tions, prepared itself to elect new 
state officials on November 5th. 
Among the offices up for election 
were the Attorney General, the 
Lieutenant Governor and the Gover- 
nor. Many Lake Braddock students 
under voting age ignored this elec- 
tion, but not the senior class. As 
seniors were required to take govern- 
ment, they were also required to do 
election projects. As a part of the 
project many students had to do 
volunteer work for a particular can- 
didate or political party. This 
volunteer work included anything 
from doing telephone polling,

the teachers a raise. 

They stressed “students first, 
system later,” though many students 
did not feel that this was the case. “I 
need teacher recommendations in 
order to apply to colleges. I can’t get 
those if teachers work to the rule, 
and I have no other way to get 
them,” commented one distressed 
senior. “I support higher pay for 
teachers, but I’m against Work to the 
Rule. I think the teachers are 
needlessly hurting the students,” 
commented another student. 

Despite student complaints, the 
FEA continued with Work to the 
Rule, determined to attain their pay 
proposal.

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his year many memorable events oc- 

curred. These ranged from stories of 

local importance to nationwide and 
even world-wide significance. 

Locally one of the two events which hit 
closest to home was the new Burke Overpass, 
which affected Lake Braddock students by 
shortening the student parking section and 
also by cutting into some neighborhoods close 
to the school. Another event which also 
touched our lives was the opening of the 
Thomas Jefferson High School for Science 
and Technology. Not only did a number of our 
students transferred to the new school, but 
also many of our talented teachers went to 
help open and organize the new school. Mr. 
Dale Rumberger, Mrs. Judy Garcia, Mrs. 
Judy Colocotronis and others became im- 
portant factors at Jefferson. 

January’s space shuttle tragedy affected 
watchers around the world as well as those in 
our community. Teacher in space finalist and 
former Lake Braddock language instructor 
Judy Garcia was the first NASA repre- 
sentative to comment on the tragedy in a 
press conference held at the Jefferson School 
for Science and Technology. Many people 
compared the sense of shock and loss they felt 


with the Challenger explosion to that inspired 
by the assassination of President Kennedy in 
1963. For Dr. Alwood, who was present at 
the Challenger launch the tragedy was a 
reminder that “Life is a Gift” and that fre- 
quently, “The tragedy isn’t the losing of life, 
but having life and not using it to the fullest.” 
Both at Lake Braddock and around the world, 
people were brought together with a mutual 
feeling of respect for the late astronauts’ 
courage. 

During the end of 1985 and through 1986, 
incidents came about which affected us local- 
ly, one being the building of a new road. For 
Northern Virginia, a new school for special 
and gifted students gave members of Lake 
Braddock, both students and teachers, the 
chance at specialized education, and an op- 
portunity to shape America’s future. 

For us as a nation, we drew closer together 
in tragedy and grew stronger as a community 
and a country. The students of Lake Brad- 
dock have faced changes which may have 
angered us or saddened us. Not only those 
mentioned here, but personal achievements or 
problems also. Though maybe not of national 
significance, it shows that both big and little 
things mean a lot.
